PARIS, June 29.—Americans arriving 
in Paris from Petrograd bring interest- 
ing impressonis of the present state of 
things in Russia. I have seen no one 
who has left Russia since the arrival of 
Mr. Root and.those who accompanied 
him, but I talked today with a well-iny 
formea person who left immediately 
before ‘their arrival. 

The strangest about the ‘Rus- 
sians, as my. advi mun, is their acute 

consciousness. of the. role they are play- 
ing th the world.

NEUTRAL AGENTS. WORRIED 





Try to Prove That Their Countries 
Have Not Aided Germany with 
American Supplies.

WASHINGTON, June 29:—A discus- 
gion ‘of the necessary commodities to be 


included in the first proclamation by 
President Wilson in connection with. the 


regulation of exports was said to have 
been taken up today at the Cabinet 
meeting. Some of the members are in 
favor of embargoing many articles in 
addition to coal and wheat, and the 
President was reported to be of. the 
same mind. No decision was announced, 
as all of the officials refused to discuss 
the proclamation pending a formal an- 
nouncement from the White House, 
which will come as soon as an agree- 
ment is reached. 

Cereals, certain ‘meats and fish, lum- 
ber, iron, and steel, were among the 
articles which some of the officials 
would Hike to see placed under the ban 
at once, according to one report. To 
take up the work of licensing exports 
on such a broad scale, however, would 
reqhire complicated machinery, and 
every effort is being made now to de- 
termine whether this can be done. 
Whatever the present. decision, there 
seems little doubt that within a short 
time the scope of the regulation of ex- 
ports will be broad. s 

One of the principal purposes in con- 
nection with feeding America and keep- 
ing down prices by preventing unneces- 
sary exports is to prevent Germany 
from obtaining supplies through neutral 
countries. This see ge is being stud- 
ied closely and figures will soon in 
the hands of the Government officials 
which will show the actual conditions 
abroad in this regard. 


Wheat Control Expected. 


There was every indication: today that 
the control of the wheat output of the 
country would be accomplished when 
the exports proclamation was completed 
and Congress gave powers ‘under the 
Food Administration bill. 

Cable advices made public reported a 
big drop in the visible supply of bread- 
stuffs in the Argentine from last year, 
emphasizing the need of granting un- 
usual power so that the United States 
might dictate the situation. 

,., The Administration, firm in its inten- 
tion to check the movement of supplies 
from the European neutral countries to 

Germany, is: anxious at the same time 
that no injustice be done to neutrals. 
It is realized that any program for ra- 
tioning opens itself to many abuses. 

Switzerland, for instance, receives its 
entire coal supply from Germany in ex- 
change for home-produced food prod- 
uets. If the United States declines to 
gcoet licenses for grain exports to 
Switzerland unless the Swiss cease ex- 

rting food products to Germany, 
Switzerland will Have to go through the 
Winter with an inadequate coal supply. 

Sweden, which exports to Germany 
large numbers of Diesel engines and a 
large amount of iron ore, also gets grain 
from the United States. Since Sweden, 
however, is dependent on Germany for 
few staples, this situation may be met 
by licensing grain shipments to Sweden 
f the Swedes will sell their fron ore 
and Diesels to England. 

The question of tonnage, too, presents 
a complicated problem. Coal probably 
will be put under license in the first 

roclamation. As bunker’ coal will 
icensed this arrangement gives the 
United States and Great Britain to- 
gether a firm control of both allied and 
neutral er $e The disposal of neutral 
tonnage and a score of other complex- 
ities must be worked out before a defin- 
ite policy is adopted. Plans for divert- 
ing Japan’s tonnage to transatlantic 
service are to be considered before a 
final decision is made as to a’ program. 

. Pleas Made. for. Neutrains,: »- 

Diplomatic representatives hére of the 
European neutrals are making every ef- 
fort to convince this Government that 
their countries haye not taken advan- 
-tage of heavy imports from the United 
States to trade with Germany. The 
Netherlands Government, particularly, is 
disturbed over what its representatives 
declare is an effort to force it from its 
position of neutrality. Only two hours 
distant from one of the great belliger- 
ents, that country, its representatives 
have- told American officiais, is in the 
most difficult position of all the neutrals. 

The Netherlands representatives have 
presented facts regarding Dutch imports 
designed to show that the large increase 
in food shipments received from America 
is explained by a reduction in imports 
from other countries. In 1912, their fig- 
ures purported’ to show, Dutch imports 
totaled 123,500,000 pounds, while in 1915 
they amounted. to only 51,500,000 pounds. 

Holland claims the legal right to ex- 
port freely the great quantity of perish- 
ables she produces. Germany,+it is con- 
tended, is the natural market for these 
products, which England does not want, 
and in exchange for which Germany sup- 
plies coal. and iron.

FOOD EXPORTS. INCREASE. 


Totalled $104,000,000 in May, $5,- 
000,000 More Than Previous Month. 


WASHINGTON, June 29.—American 
foodstuffs exports in May reached a 
value of $104,000,000, a considerable in- 
crease over previous~months as shown 
today in Department of Commerce sta- 
tistics. Shipments were greater by 
$5,000,000 than in April and $20,000000 
in March. During é@ eleven months 
ending with May the country me gc 
abroad 23,000,000 worth of food, as 
against $744,000,000 in the same period 
the year before. 

Grain exports fell off in May, but flour 
shipments were heavier, as were exports 
of meats, meat, products, and vegetable 
oils. All breadstuffs shipments in May 
were valued at $61,000,000, against $58,- 
500,000; meats were valued at $41,00U,- 
000, against $37,000,000 in April. 


MORE POWER FOR RHONDDA. 


Food Controller Now May Requisi- 
tion Output of Army Factory. 


LONDON, June 29.—The Official 
Gazette tenight publishes an Order in 
Ceuncil conferring upon Baron Rhondda, 
the Food .Controller, identical powers 
under the Defense of the Realm act 
with those already possessed Dy’ the 
Admiralty and Army Council and the 
Ministry of Munitions for requisitioning 
supplies and controlling prices, 

Baron Rhondda will now be able to 
requisition the whole or part of the 
output of any factory, paying prices 
therefor based on the cost of produc- 
tion, with the addition of a reasonable 
pre-war rate of profit, regardless of 
the prices ruling in the open market.

HINTS AT PRICE REVISION. 


G.H. Cushing Thinks Higher Level 
for Coal May Come Later. 


Concerning the prices fixed by the 
coal conference at Washington, George 
H. Cushing, editor of jThe Black Dia- 
mond, said last night: - 

“The prices are satisfactory to the 
coal men as temporary or Summer 
prices. Later, when all the facts are 
in, they fnay have to be revised to a 
higher level. Por example, the United 
States Government’ gets by the new 
Pian all of its coal at $2.50 per net ton 
at the mines. This is 50 cents a ton 
beluw the .ruling price to other users. 
Tie nation, all told, buys only 8,600,000 
tons of anthracite and bituminous coal. 
Of this 1,750,000 tons will go to the 
United States Navy, A'll of this navy 
coal will have to “bee supplied by the 
smokeless operators who were not in 
the conference.”’ ‘ 

Mr. Cushing called attention to the fact 
that a big and important group of the 
smokeless operators are now being tried 
in the Federal District Court, and that 
an effort to have the trial postponed so 
that they might attend the conference 
had failed. He said that the smokeless 
operators, to satisfy the demands of the 
navy and of our-allies, would have to 
retire: from the large and profitable 
Western markets, which were won by 
them at great expense. 

‘*To regain those markets at the end 
of the war, if they ever can be regained, 
will cost the smokeless operators tre- 





ing’ expenses,” he continued. ‘* No pro- 
sision is made for that cost. A later re- 
vision must be made to cover it.” 

Mr. Cushing said that the problem was 
not the cost of coal; but the supply. He 
explained this by saying: 

“ Last year the nation produced 50),- 


000,000 tons of bituminous coal. The 
mines worked 230 days. This year the 
demand is for 575,000,000 tons. The 


daily production has. not :been increased. 
Therefore. to supply the demand this 
year the mines must work an average 
of 259 days.”’ 

Mr. Cushing feared that .the con- 
sumers; no longer face to face with the 
danger ; of ‘rising. prices, would: do no 
Summer buying. Ue thought the na- 
tion faced this problem: 

‘“‘ War more speed in moving coal must 
be made in the remaining months of 
Summer or the Coal Committee in 
charge of the whole question at Wash- 
ington will’ have to refuse next Fall a 
supply of coal to those factories which- 
are producing luxuries, pleasure auto- 
mobiles, for example, so that the more 
urgent needs can be satisfied.”

Increase in Class Rates.

‘OUR ‘ALLY, RUMANIA. 
The Rumanian mission, to the United 


yesterday, is the second to come from 
‘foe smallér nations that are endeavor- 
Ing to stem. thé. tide. of Caesarism. 
“When the United States entered the 
war Premier BBATIAWO sent by cable 
a welcome to us, in which he said: 

Rumania is happy and proud to be 
by the side of the United States in the 

fight against those who imagined they 
could violate and warp; their 
strength and selfish interests might 
dictate, the normal’and democratic de- 
velopment of the great human family. 

When the’ Italian’ mission was in 
New York Dr. Ni¢HolLas Mupkar BuT- 
LER gaid, in his speech at the dinner 
given to them: 

“No indemnities? "’ Certainly not! 
**No annexations?”’ Certainly not! 
But restoration, restitution, and a re- 
turn home. of stolen and scattered 
children ! 

The.“ stolen and scattered children ” 
whom German autocracy has parted 
and kept apart froin their mother- 
lands are many, from France's chil- 
dren in Alsace to Italy’s in’ Istria. 

Among them are Serbia’s children in 
Bosnia and Rumania’s in Transyl- 
vania. There can be no permanent 
peace in Europe until the stolen and 
scattered children are restored. That 
is why Rumania entered the war; to 
liberate the Rumaniars kept {n Austri- 
an bondage and. réunite them -with 
their own people. When this war 
ends, all the wrongs made by the an- 
cient belief that kidnapping.and homi- 
cide were legitimate national objects— 
a beMef no longer entertained by any 
nations but those of Mitteleuropa— 
must be righted, that the world may 
be at peace thenceforth,-and to right 
one of them Rumania fights.

Rumania, though defeated last year, 
was not put out of action, for her

THE VOLUNTEER SYSTEM. 

If the men still needed to fill the 
regular army cannot be obtainéd by 
the volunteer system, they must be 
drafted. The machinery for the se- 
lective draft is finished and will be 
put in operation within a week or a 
fortnight. It will be possible to send 
the ‘first men secured under that sys- 
tem to th® regular army posts: The 
President had in mind the possibility 
that the volunteer system would fail 
to. provide enough men to raise the 
regular army to war strength and in- 
dicated, in his speech to Congress 
urging the acceptance of the selective 
draft law, that the force might ulti-.

The Depart- 
‘ments of Agriculture and’ Labor dre 
striving, by the labor census’and in 
co-operation with State and county 
authorities throughout the land, to 
provide for the harvest all the work- 
ers who can be found. They are 
asking manufacturers to release cm- 
ployés for.a short time, when. they 
will be needed in. the fields, and many 
harvesters will be ed in this way. 

The improvement“of the labor sit- 
uation seen in many places is due 
largely to the work of those who are 
called boys, although the ages of a 
majority of them range between 16 
and 21, They are employed’ under 
the @irection of the United States 
Boys' Working Reserve and several 
local organizations. -There has been 
no complete enumeration of them, but 


the movement. In the State of New 
York 10,000 are at work on farms, 
and the. homes of 2,000 of these are 
in this city. In Virginia 1,000 boys 
are digging 400,000 bushels of pota- 
toes which might otherwise have been 
lost, owing to the emigration of 
negroes to the North. Many of the 
boy workers from this city are living 
in camps. In Utah hundreds of boys 
from the towns. have been sent to the 
sugar-beet fields. 

All the food from our farms and 
gardens should be saved. So far as 
wheat is conéerned, our crop will be 
small, and our allies will need every 
bushel. that can be spared. Wheat 
crops abroad, as a rule, are deficient. 
France, for example, will have only 
52 per cent. of a normal yield and 
20 per cent. less than was harvested 
last year. Australia has a large sur- 
plus stock, but her new crop is said 
to show a reduction of 25 per. cent. 
Of other foodstuffs we shall have a 
good supply, but there will be an ex- 
port war demand for what we do not 
use. And there are now in Europe 
American soldiers who must have 
food. The loss, for lack of labor or 
any. other cause, of any. considerable 
part of that which should be harvest- 
ed and preserved would be most 
deplorable.

Pubti-, 
cation of this news is said. to have 
created quite a sensation in Austria, . 

May I not say that it has long been an 
open secret: that the,€zech and Slovak 
regiments in the © Austro-Hungarian 
armies ‘have-been doing the same thing 
whenever opportunity presented itself 
from the very beginning of the war? 
The Czechs and the Slovaks have vio- 
lently opposed the‘ war from its very 
inception. They realized that such a war 
was being fought for the purpose of in- 
creasing German and Magyar hegemony, 
and that it was.a war which prom- 
ised ‘no good to the dependent nationali- 
ties of Austria-Hungary. In fact, they 
knew that .one of the reasons fox the 
war was the belief of Austro-Hungarian 
statesmen that, by declaring war on a 
foreign enemy, they could divert the -at- 
tention of the leaders of these depen- 
dent nationalities from ‘clamoring for 
internal reform. 

But in this Austro-Hungarian states- 
men were sadly disappointed. Czech and 
Slovak regiments. surrendered with such 
frequency that many: of their military 
units had to be completely disbanded. 
Not only: that, but they even went so 
far as to ask the permission of their 
captors. to enlist in their armies and 
fight against their” former. masters. 
Under the old régime in Russta, such 
permission could not be secured," but the 
revolution has made it possible for these 
captives to form a separate army and 
enter the war for the liberation of the 
Czechs and Slovaks from the Austro- 
Hungarian oppression. It is reported 
that a legion of. not less than 250,000 
Czechs and Slovaks is now being formed 
in Russie for this very purpose, and it 
is a firm belief that similar legions will 
be. formed in other countries also. 

These people, who have for years lived 
under the domination of Austria-Hun- 
gary, realize that a reform from within 
is ‘an impossibility owing to the firm 
bonds of unity that have been | estab- 
lished between the Austro-Hungarian 
aristocracy and ‘the Prussian junkers, 
so they have united in foreign lands to 
bring the, light of freedom into their 
native: homes. .

LONDON, June 29. —Sir ‘George Bird- 
wood, scientist dnd author, died> on 
Wednesday In his eighty-fifth year: He 
was an officer of the Legion of Honor, 
laureate of the French Academy,. and 
was formerly a professor of physiology. 
and botany in the Grant Medical Col- 
lege. of.
